Dr. Joseph Fort Newton, co-rector 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of St. James, Philadelphia, and an 
internationally known preacher, will 
be the speaker Sunday night at the 
first of a series of community serv- 
ices at the Baptist Church of the 
Evangel, Narberth. The service will 
commence at 7.45 P. M. 

Well known on the Main Line 
through his rectorship of the Memo- 
rial Church of St. Paul, Overbrook, 
from which he went to St. James, Dr. 
Newton is famed in this country and 
in England as a preacher, an author 
and an authority on free masonry. 

Born in Decatur, Texas, in 1876, 
Dr. Newton was ordained in the Bap- 
tist ministry in 1893. He has held 
pastorates in Texas , St. Louis, Illi- 
nois and Iowa. From 1916-19 he was 
pastor of the City Temple, London, 
England. From London he went to 
the Church of Divine Paternity, New 
York City, from whence he came to 
St. Paul's in 1925. 

Dr. Newton is the author of num- 
erous books which include "The Sword 
of the Spirit," "The Theology of Civ- 
ilization," "The Truth and the Life," 
"Preaching in London," etc. He has 
also published two volumes on Lin- 
coln, numerous sermons and addresses 
and books and pamphlets on masonic 
topics. 

Dr. Newton is married and has two 
children. He lives in Merion. 



Merchandising Expert 

Speaks to Rotarians 

The need of trade associations for 
the furtherance of business relations 
foimed the topic of a talk Tuesday 
before the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth 
Rotary Club by F. St. Elmo Lewis, 
merchandising expert and author. 

Mr. Lewis defined the work of trade 
groups as a form of adult education. 
"We are too sure of too many things 
which are not true," he said, "and 
through trade associations we can 
get facts and ideas instead of opin- 
ions and hunches." 

Of the 19,000 associations in the 
country only 500 can be regarded as 
of any value to their membership, he 
said. The basis of this work is cost 
finding and training, the foundation 
of business profits. 

The speaker emphasized the need 
of training for salesmen and of a 
careful study of consumer needs by 
every type of business. "The funda- 
mental purpose of any business is to 
servo the community," he said, "and 
to do this you must go out and study 
the customer."

Close to 1000 residents of Nar- 
berth have now signed the petitions 
being circulated in the Borough, ask- 
ing the nullification of the Borough's 
charter and its inclusion in Lower 
Merion Township, according to Arthur 
W. Burns, chairman of the Citizens' 
Committee, advocating the merger. 

Getting the signatures of two-thirds 
of the taxable inhabitants for the pe- 
tition, which is necessary in order to 
have the matter considered by the 
Court, is now "mathematically cer- 
tain of accomplishment," Mr. Burns 
stated. While about 1700 signatures 
would meet the legal requirements, he 
said, the aim of the Committee is 
2000. 

A house to house canvass of the 
Borough is now being conducted with 
10 copies of the petition in use. The 
percentage of signatures secured is 
about the same, regardless of the 
streets, Mr. Burns said. Merion ave- 
nue, where many of the most strenu- 
ous objections to the movement arose, 
is now about 70 per cent, signed up. 

"Many people," said Mr. Burns, 
"who previously had expressed them- 
selves as opposed to the merger, are 
now signing the petition. When they 
get a chance to view the thing log- 
ically instead of emotionally their 
opinions undergo a change. 

"We hope to get the necessary sifr 
natures within four or five weeks, so 
that the petition can be presented to 
the Court and action taken before (he 
end of the year." 

A card index is kept, he said, of all 
residents of the Borough, which is 
checked as soon as the matter lias 
been presented to them.

Hitlerites Viewed as Most Important 

German Party by Narberth Man Abroad 



Interesting comment on the forth- 
coming German election, and the 
political parties battling for control 
is contained in a letter received this 
week from Frank A. Schrepfer, Nar- 
berth Legionnaire and University of 
Pennsylvania Professor, who is spend- 
ing a Sabbatical year abroad. 

Mr. Schrepfer, whose postal ad- 
dress is 26 Schutzenhausstr, Neckar- 
gemund, Baden, Germany, also de- 
scribes the German attitude toward 
America and points out that a new 
system of thought is needed abroad 
if peace is to be lasting. 

His letter follows: 

Communist Parades Noisy 

"Most current event information I 
can send is old stuff by the time you 
get it, but it is interesting to make 
guesses. For example, the forthcom- 
ing German election is peculiar in 



several ways. It is the third major 
national election this year. As a re- 
sult, the war chests of the various 
parties are rather depleted. It ap- 
pears that most of the active cam- 
paigning will be crowded into the 
two weeks before the election. Cam- 
paigning is a matter of parades and 
'demonstrations' here, all of which 
costs money, for banners, flags, pla- 
cards, etc. The technique as I have 
observed it, is interesting, and ex- 
presses the character and mode of 
operation of the various parties. The 
Communist parades are long, strag- 
gling, and noisy. People of all ages 
and of both sexes, participate, in- 
cluding women with children in arms 
or in carts. The red banners and flags 
are as large as possible. The banners 
carry aggressive and occasionally

The new Main Line Trust Company, 
which was granted a State Charter at 
Harrisburg this week, will open its 
doors in the Merion Title and Trust 
Compan Building at Ardmore within 
thirty days, according to R. S. Mc- 
Kinley, president of the institution. 
The incorporators of the new trust 
company are William W. Bodine, of 
Villanova, vice-president of the U. G. 
I.; Robert K. Cassatt, of Rosemont, 
member of the investment banking 
firm of Cassatt and Company, and M. 
W. Clement, of Haverford, vice-presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
all of whom are directors of the Penn- 
sylvania Company for Insurance on 
Lives and Granting Annuities. 

Officers of the new institution are 
John H. Mason, of Merion, chairman 
of the Board of Directors; Richard 
S. McKinley, of Wayne, president, and 
William J. Lloyd, of Germantown, 
secretary and treasurer. 

Negotiations are now in progress 
with the State Banking Department 
over the terms by which the new trust 
company will occupy the Merion Ti- 
tle Building. It is understood that 
certain minor alterations will have to 
be made before the new institution 
can open for business. 

It is rumored that the new bank 
will not provide enployment for any 
of the tellers or other employees of 
the closed Merion Title or Counties 
Title, as all of the necessary em- 
ployees will be recruited from the 
Pennsylvania Company. 

The Main Line Trust Company will 
have a capital of $250,000 and a sur 
plus of $250,000, all of the stock be- 
ing owned by the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany.

Two Books of Joseph Fort 

Newton Available at Library 

The announcement of the opening 
of the winter series of Community 
services has awakened in the minds 
of Library readers an interest in the 
books of Joseph Fort Newton, who is 
to be the speaker on this coming Sun- 
day night. 

Dr. Newton, in addition to his long 
service as a preacher in the middle 
west, as the representative from the 
Churches of the United States in an 
unofficial ambassadorship to the 
Churches of Great Britain, which 
placed him for three years at the 
City Temple in London, and now in 
Philadelphia as one of its leading 
ministers, is also the author of many 
books of historical, biographical, and 
religious import. The Library is for- 
tunate enough to have in its collec- 
tion two of these books "Preaching 
in London," and "The New Preach- 
ing." 

The former, as its name implies, 
deals with Dr. Newton's experience 
at the City Temple during the years 



from 1016-1919, drawn from his diary 
of that period. His comments on the 
affairs of that time and especially 
on the influence of the war on the 
religious beliefs of the people with 
whom he came in contact arc very 
searching. 

"The New Preaching," published in 
1930, contains many provocative sug- 
gestions as to what is needed in the 
pulpit. Dr. Newton lays his claim 
to a certain understanding of the 
problems of the preacher to his ex- 
perience not only as a man of the 
pulpit but also as the man in the 
pew, both in England and in this 
country, although he denies any spe- 
cial qualifications for discussing the 
subject except his love of preaching 
and his firm faith in its efficacy. The 
chapter headings as "The Sermon," 
"The Preacher," "The New Congre- 
gation" and "The Music of Preach- 
ing" are very intriguing. Perhaps 
there could be no better introduction 
to Dr. Newton before attending the 
service than may be received through 
reading these books. They are now 
available at the Library.

.Garden^

The draught is over!

Over two inches of rain last Mon- 
day, which puts October almost an 
inch excess over normal and makes 
an excess of almost a half inch for 

the year.

A wet autumn means a whole lot 
to trees and shrubs. Theoretically, the 
soil stays frozen all winter and when 
spring comes the moisture is all ready 
for the roots to take up. Our win- 
ters are not quite so severe, but, nev- 
ertheless, much fall rain does make 
a better spring. 

> 
How many gardeners keep a garden 
scrap book? Clippings from newspa- 
pers and magazines, dated and past- 
ed in a book, give us some good in- 
formation and quite a little misinfor- 
mation. One reader has clipped every 
one of our weekly garden columns. 
Guess who? In a Philadelphia eve- 
ning paper, last week, there was an 
article showing sketches of leaves of 
trees interesting for their fall col- 
oring. This seemed well worth clip- 
ping, and, incidentally, it got the 
members of a certain garden club into 
a lot of trouble — gathering leaves of 
all the maples, gums and oaks, to be 
labelled and brought to the next 
meeting. The rather severe teacher, 
in the class in practical gardening, 
will probably have his own troubles 
with the oak leaves. 

> 
Burning leaves. The finest soil for 
gardening is made of old leaves that 
have been mixed with soil and ex- 
posed to frost and rain for one or two 
seasons. This is nature's way of 
making the rich soil of our woodland 
that nourishes trees and shrubs for 
many years. As most of onr gardens 
are deficient in good soil it seems that 
we should save all leaves and com- 
post them with soil to make good soil 
at little cost. While the leaves do 
seem to bulk large when first gath- 
ered a great quantity may be piled 
in a small space if they are thorough- 
ly wet and weighted down with soil, 
garden refuse of all sorts, including 
roots' stems, and sods may be added to 
the pile. Over winter, snow and rain 
will help to turn the leaves into fine 
compose that is almost impossible to 
buy. The leaves of oak, beech, dog- 
wood, ash, hickory and other hard- 
wood trees are especially good. 
Leaves of poplar are especially bad, 
on account of their leathery texture. 
Maple leaves may be classed as fair. 
But all leaves are good leaves for 
the compost pile. Leaves of old syca- 
more trees and horse chestnut are 
really better burned, as they carry 
over the spores of the fungous dis- 
eases that usually affect their leaves; 
these fungus spores, however, only 
affect the same varieties of trees on 
which they originated. If it is at 
all practicable, compost all leaves 
rather than burn them. On small 
places, where the leaves are few and 
no space available, the leaves must 
be burned. 

To borrow a line from our column 
of last October we quote: "All the 
rain in the April sky would never 
bring the garden miracles of May un- 
less October toil gave it something 
to work on." No mention is made of 
the source of 1932 dollars with which 
to buy the daffodils and tulips for 
next May's flowering. But election 
day is coming! And soon we will 
know if it will be the steady hand of 
Herbert Hoover at the helm or the 
"magic wand" of F. D. Roosevelt that 
will make 1933 a step forward or a 
slide to rotten politics. It COULD 
be worse — and it might have been a 
lot worse.

AN ORDINANCE 



REGULATING THE DIRECTION AND 

SPEED OF TRAFFIC, THE PARKING 

OF VEHICLES AND ESTABLISHING 

A TRAFFIC COURT. 

The Council of the Borougn'of Narberth 
doeH ordain: 

SECTION' 1. That the Pubiic Safety 
Committee of Council, with the approval 
of the Burpress, shall have the power and 
authority to rCKUlate the direction and 
speed of vehicular truffle and to fix the 
time and manner in which vehicles may 
be parked on any or all of the streets of 
the BorouRh, said regulations to have 
the same force and effect when pro- 
mulgated in writing and after publica- 
tion in a newspaper of general circulation 
in the Borough, as if specifically adopted 
by this Council. 

SECTION" 2. That no person shall park 
or leave standing, unattended, any 
vehicle on any street of the 'Borough 
between the hours of 3.00 A. M. and 
6.00 A. M. 

SECTION' 3. That police officers in 
uniform or upon display of badge shall 
have authority to warn any operator of 
any vehicle violating any of the regu- 
lations covered by this ordinance or to 
notify said operator in writing of the 
time and place for a hearing: or he may 
make information of such violation be- 
fore the Burgess or a Justice of the 
J'eace of the Borough against any such 
operator. 

SECTION 4. That all persons violating 
the regulations made under the authority 
of this Ordinance shall be subject to a 
line of not more than fifty ($50.00) dol- 
lars, with costs, or, in case of non-pay- 
ment of Tines and costs, to imprisonment 
in jail for not over ten (10) days, said 
fines to be recoverable and payable in 
tlie manner prescribed by law. 

SECTION' r>. That the Burgess or a 
Justice of the Peace of the Borough of 
Narberth may establish a special "Traffic 
Court" for the hearing of cases of vio- 
lations of the regulations covered by this 
Ordinance or the violation of any Ordi- 
nance of Council or Act of Assembly, 
pertaining to the use of streets and 
highways.

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Hitlerites Viewed as Most Important 

German Party by Narberth Man Abroad

abusive texts. There is much recit- 
ing of catch phrases and verses, gen- 
erally in response to a shouted ques- 
tion by a group leader. Songs are 
aggressive and somewhat sanguine. 
One heard frequently is a demand to 
write off the social account with the 
pistol. Naturally, the bulk of the 
demand is for bread and for work, 
and the truth of the matter is that 
most of the demonstrators are 
obviously underfed and shabby. Their 
pet aversion seems to be the National 
Socalist party, otherwise known as 
the Nazis, the Hitlerites. 

The "Iron Front" 
"The Social Democrats carry as 
their symbol a red banner with three 
white arrows. It is called Die Eiserne 
Front, or the Iron Front. Their 
demonstrations differ little from 
those of the Communists, except for 
the very important matter of a regu- 
lar uniform, which consists of blue 
shirts or shirt waists with red neck- 
ties or scarfs, and arm bands with 
the party insignia. They, too, are 
vastly concerned over the Hitlerites, 
to the extent that the last election 
saw a tentative coalition with the 
Communists. They represent the ele- 
ment that has been of greatest influ- 
ence in post war German policies of 
social order and reconstruction. The 
difference between Communists and 
social Democrats is one of degree 
rather than kind. The social reforms 
and innovations of the regime of the 
past twelve years or so, are distinctly 
Marxian in character, tho' they have 
not approached a full realization of 
the Marxian program. The Com- 
munists represent an extreme social- 
ization of state and are naturally 
aiming toward a Soviet ideal. The 
Iron Front is rather obviously disci- 
plined, with a uniform, or at least a 
semblance of one. Members salute 
each other with raised fist and the 
greeting 'Freiheit' (Freedom). 

Hitlerites Most Interesting 

"I should remark that the terms 
Democratic or Republican, as they 
apply to German political parties 
have absolutely nothing in common 
with the American use of the terms. 
But that is probably old stuff to you.

men consists of a brown shirt, brown 
riding breeches, leather boots, a Sam 
Browne belt, and a brown cap, which 
resembles in form that worn by offi- 
cers of the French army. The party 
symbol is the swastica, or 'Zacken- 
kreuz' as it is called in German. It 
usually appears in blue, on a white 
circle against a red background. The 
swastica is worn as every possible 
form of ornament and decoration. 
Belt buckles, cuff links, lapel buttons, 
brooches, arm bands, and even tie 
pins and clasps. The strategy is to 
keep it always before the people. The 
Hitler salute, as in fact the entire 
scheme of organization, is frankly 
modelled on Fascism in Italy in its | 
earlier manifestations. The salute is 
accompanied by the salution, 'Heil, 
Hitler,' which- is rather literally 
translated as Hail, Hitler. As I 
stated in my previous letter, there is 
a strongly marked trend to regard 
the National Socialist party as a one 
man show. I incline to the belier. 
from observation, knowledge of Ger- 
man temperament, and historic pre- 
cedent, that it is more in the nature 
of a movement than a party. It is 
the avowed intention of the party to 
discard party forms and limitations 
when they get into power. The ideal 
is frankly nationalistic to an almost 
extreme degree. I have a feeling that 
when the Nazis sing 'Deutshland uber 
Alles,' it has a literal as well as 
poetic significance. 

Von Papen Plan Stop-Gap 

"The prevailing feeling seems to 
be that the coming election will bring 
no serious change, unless, and there 
is always that foreboding 'unless,' 
something serious or highly significant 
occurs during the next few weeks. 
Many of the manouevers of the past 
two months on the part of the Von 
Papen Regime are interpreted as 
stealing Nazi thunder. An example 
is the demand for German equality 
of armament, in principle at least, 
as a prerequisite to any German in- 
terest in, or participation in, arms 
conferences. Hitler has always advo- 
cated a 'free' Germany, which means 
free of the restrictions of the Ver- 
sailles treaty. The most galling of 
all German national thorns in the 
flesh, are the War Guilt clauses and 
the stripping of 'defense' weapons. 
The Von Papen plan for economic 
rehabilitation, (which in effect 
amounts to a mortgaging of the na- 
tion's income, in part), is a gamble 
that is probably as much a political 
Btop gap, M a, serious economic re- 



form. It smacks of the Wheat Pur- 
chasing ventures of the Farm Board. 
Without a party prejudice and with 
no pretensions to a profound eco- 
nomic knowledge, I have a feeling 
that it will not succeed, and may not 
even be fully tested.
